Uncle Sam's Victories Believed to 


Have Alarmed Europe. 


WASHINGTON, August 30.—The extraordinary circular note 


directed by the Russian Foreign Minister to the members of the 


liplomatic body at St. Petersburg, has attracted the earnest atteii- 


ion of the officials here. It is supposed from the terms of tho note 


aa published, that a copy was directed to Mr. Hitchcock, the United 


States ambassador at the Russian capital, but so far nothing has 


>een heard by cable from him to that effect. 


It is believed here that the victory achieved by the United 


States in the late war was a contributing factor in the preparation 


the note. It is surmised that that victory made it clear at once 


o the European statesmen that to maintain the balance of power 


hey would bo obliged to re-double their expenditures, else they 


might be outstripped bp the United States. 


The ofiicial mind here looks upon the Russian project for a 


oneral disarmament as Utopian at this time, and while any state- 


ment as to the attitude of the United States toward such a con- 


erence as that proposed is purely conjectural in advance of the re- 
eipt of the invitation, the impression prevails that our government 


ould not care to take any active part in its deliberations. 


QUEEN VIC AND THE CZAR,

zar's announcement was directly inspired by (^uoen Victoria, 


hose dearest hope is that reign may not be disturbed by war. The 


ueen has confessedly long sought to restrain Emporor William and 


is not unlikely that she has used her great influence with Czarina 


to secure the Czar's support.
